All men should reverence Christ for what he is in 
himself, in his nature and attributes; and love and 
adore him for what he has done for man’s redemption. 
“There be gods many and lords many; but to us there 
is but one God, the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we in him; and one Lord Jesus Christ, by whom 
are all things, and we by him.” I. Cor. 8: 6. We can 
not fathom the divine nature, nor comprehend in all 
its fullness the union between the Father and the Son, 
but we know “that all men should honor the Son, even 
as they honor the Father.”’

Christ is “King of kings and Lord of lords,” and as 
such we should reverence and honor him. After 
King George III. was crowned, and invested with all 
his royal dignity, all the peers were allowed the privi- 
lege of putting on their crowns; and they looked like 
a company of kings. But immediately they came one 
by one and laid down their crowns at their fovereign’s 
feet, in acknowledgment of the fact that they derived 
all their power from him; and thus all the princes and 
kings of earth should lay their crowns at the feet of 
the Lord Messiah, and “honor him, even as they honor 
the Father.” Christ is an ever-living and ever-present 
Savior. He is more than a historical character like 
Moses. He said to John, “I am the first and the last; 
I am he that liveth, and was dead; and, behold, I am 
alive for evermore.” Rey. 1: 17,18. 


* Reality, reality, 
Lord Jesus Christ, thou art to me!

It is a fact worthy of the profoundest thought that 
as Christians advance in Christian experience, acquire 
clearer and deeper conceptions of sin and the helpless- 
ness of man, and his absolute need of divine help, and 
realize more fully the fullness of the salvation that 
there is in Christ, their views of his nature and attri- 
butes grow more exalted. They see a fullness in him 
that they did not, and could not, before. The fuller 
realization of their own spiritual needs and of the 
adaptation of his gospel to these wants, reveals more 
clearly to their minds ‘the fullness of the Godhead” 
that dwelleth in him. Dr. Payson always held very 
exalted views of Christ, but as he drew near to death 
and realized in his own experience his fullness, he saw 
more and more his greatness and glory; and wrote to 
his sister, “The Sun of Righteousness has been grad- 
ually drawing nearer and nearer, appearing larger and 
brighter as he approached, and now he fills the whole 
hemisphere, pouring forth a flood of glory, in which I 
seem to float like an insect in the beams of the sun.” 
This is not an uncommon experience, for thousands 
have had their ideas of Christ’s greatness and glory en-- 
larged as they come nearer to the spirit world and re- 
alized what he is to the trusting soul. It is only in 
this way that we can know him in all his fullness. 
Peter understood this, and said to his brethren, “Grow 
in grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ.” In the “green room” at Dresden, 
where for four centuries the Saxon princes have gath- 
ered their gems and treasures, until they have become 
worth millions of dollars, may be seen a silver egg, a 
present to one of the Saxon queens, which when you 
touch a spring, opens, and reveals a golden yelk. 
Within this is hidden a chicken, whose wing, being 
pressed, also flies open disclosing a splendid gold 
crown. Another secret spring being touched, hidden 
in the center is found a magnificent diamond ring. 
The riches, glory, and grandeur of Christ are not.all dis- 
covered at the first view; but we seq them with ever- 
increasing fullness and beauty as we grow in knowledge 


and in grace. The Rev. John Brown, of Haddington, 
when dying, said: “I desire to depart and be with 
Christ, which is far better; and though I have lived 
sixty years very comfortably i in this world, yet I would 
turn my back upon you all to be with Christ. Oh, 
commend Jesus; there is none like Christ, none like 
Christ! ‘I have been looking at him these many years, 
and never yet could find a fault in him but was of my 
own making, though he has seen ten thousand faults 
in me. Many a comely person have I seen, but none so 
comely as Christ. I am weak, but it is delightful to 
feel one’s self in the everlasting Arms. Oh, what must 
he be in himself, when it is he that sweetens heaven, 
sweetens earth, sweetens trials?’ When Rowland 
Hill was dying, all his thoughts were centered on be- 
holding the person of Christ, and being where he was. 
He said: “I do believe that for the first ten thousand 
years after we enter the kingdom of glory it will be all 
surprise.” “But will this surprise never end?” in- 
quired a friend standing beside his bed. “Never while 
we behold the person of our Lord.” “You are going 
to be with Jesus, and to see him as he is.” “Yes,” re- 
plied Mr. Hill with emphasis, “‘and I shall be like him; 
that is the crowning point.” A theological student 
once went to Dr. Hodge with his difficulties about the 
divinity of Christ. The Doctor listened patiently, and 
then said: ‘My dear young friend, your difficulties are 
of the head. If 1 should answer them, new ones would 
suggest themselves. The best way to remove them, 
and guard yourself from future and similar troubles, is 
to have Christ within you. Learn bis life; learn’ to 
trust him more; become more identified with him, and 
your doubts as to his divinity will disappear.” The 
young student followed his advice; his doubts fled; 
and, on a stbséqtrent death-bed, he bore his testimony 
to the divinity of our blessed Lord. 

Christ should receive the love and gratitude of every 
heart because of what he has done and suffered for our 
redemption. Titus Flaminius freed the Greeks from 
the bondage in which they had long been held. When 
the herald proclaimed the articles of peace, the Greeks 
so pressed upon him he was in danger of losing his life. 
Reading the agreement to them the second time, and 
they fully understanding its import, they shouted for 
joy, crying, “A Savior, a Savior,” till the heavens rang 
with their acclamations. All night they surrounded 
his tent with songs of praise and instruments of music, 
extolled him as a God that had delivered them. Chris- 
tians, remember that Christ left his exalted state in 
heaven, became poor among the poorest, died the cruel 
death of the cross to redeem you from the guilt and 
power of sin, and make you an heir of heaven. Extol 
your great Redeemer, and forever celebrate his praises.

Tam not sure but the trustees could take out a new 
charter without establishing a law department. I 
think I could cite American universities that do not 
provide for a course in law. If such is the case we are 
justified, yea, it is our duty to seek for greater power 
and efficiency. We might just as well have the dis- 
tinction of possessing a university as other bodies. 
But while I have plead for one, I am aware of the fact 
that there are few if any institutions in America that 
are worthy of the name university, from the fact they 
are only doing about the same work that the gymna- 
sium par excellence or regular classical academy 
(Hohere Schulen), which is the gateway to the uni- 
versity and all higher training in Germany, is doing. 
The plan of those groups of colleges of Oxford and 
Cambridge universities seems to be nearly the same. 
They are only fitting men for a post-graduate course in 
the university proper. Measured according to this 
standard Johns Hopkins is the only American institu- 
tion which might be an exception to the above state- 
ment. The reader will say, this being so, that all those 
universities that do not reach such a standard ought 
to give up their charters and adopt a true one; and so 
they ought. But they will not. Therefore I plead for 
the same rights, and if we can get them the thing so- 
nice to talk about will become a source of permanent 
comfort. 

Objection 3 seems to imply that we must not under- 
take the project unless we can compete favorably with 
the munificence of Hon. Leland Stanford. Well, if our 
aim is as high and our object as comprehensive, we must 
defer the matter till we have greater resources than any 
denomination in Christendom. Bat there is a differ- 
ence. We are looking to the immediate wants of a 
small religious community, while he has the whole Re- 
public in his perspective. Our object, for the present, 
is limited but with hope of future advancement, while 
his is cosmopolitan. We seek to Christianize, he to 
nationalize. He seeks to rival Johns Ilopkins and 
supply a national want—a want which heretofore has 
compelled aspiring scholars to visit the famed uni- 
versities of Germany. Mr. Stanford seems to have 
anticipated Senator Ingalls, who introduced a bill for a 
national university, at the recent session of Congress, 
the standard of which shall be so high that none but a 
regular graduate in arts can be admitted. This is 
right, and it is fitting that such a project should be in 
progress in quarters so remote from each other. But 
do we propose any such advance on our present system? 

If our prosperity were dependent upon such a step we 
might as well disband. The principles which evidently 
underlie the purpose of Mr. Stanford are, chiefly, a be- 
lief that our highest institutions, in order to maintain 
their reputation, ought to lead the student not only 
through volumes of attained science, but into the great 
inquiry room of nature to gather new facts—that they 
must be producers as well as teachers of knowledge. 
And with all these high aims scarcely any provis- 
ion is made for other than physical and intellectual 
science. Science is not yet supreme, but.should be sub- 
servient to the glory and majesty of God as revealed in 
his written Word. If there is thus a danger of phys- 
ical science supplanting a reverent study of the Holy 
Scriptures should we not work more zealously for the 
continuity of Christian institutions? 

I have the following from a friend who won a fellow- 
ship at Johns Hopkins, the noteworthy feature of 
which is the absence of instruction in Christian science. 
He says: “If either mathematics, physics, chemistry, 
biology, history, or Greek be the student’s elected sub- 
ject he will find no better place than Johns Hopkins; 
but if astronomy or geology is his aim he may perhaps 
do better to visit Germany.’’ And if he chooses Chris- 
tian theology and ethics where shall he go? Would it 
not be better for Christian people to gather enthusiasm 
from these noble examples of generosity, and provide 
for the thorough training of our young in religious 
faith, and especially of our ministry in religious know]- 
edge? There is no use in pausing because we can not 
have any part in this international emulation, which 
must be the resultant of Mr. Stanford’s designs if car- 
ried out. The wisest thing under the circumstances is 
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to make good use of our present means, and seek, as 
Celumbia College is doing, for further means. Colum- 
bia College already has perhaps the largest endowment 
in the country, and asks for the additional sum of 
$4,000,000. Twenty millions is a magnificent gift, more 
by $9,000,000 than the total endowment of Methodism’s 
fifty-two colleges, and still that body seeks to multiply 
its institutions. 

Mr. Stanford is a grand man and worthy of his title 
—Honorable. I wish he would give our Biblical In- 
stitute at STANFORD-ville, in honor of his name, $200,- 
000. He certainly would be the finest of men. And 
yet why should we enforce a comparison of our relatively 
small resources as a reason for reservation in this mat- 
ter? Let us then complete our departments in biblical 
work, yea, as complete a course as can be found in 
good standing theological seminaries, and engage teach- 
ers as soon as our funds will justify.

CHRISTIANS AND FREE BAPTISTS IN 
NEW YORK. 

Though generally supposed to be conservative, New 
England is moving rapidly, so far as our denomination 
and the Free Baptists are concerned, towards union. 
Despite the suggestion of a worthy brother in the last 
HERALD—that such a union as is proposed can not be 
consummated in a few months, but will require years— 
the progress of the movement, which seems to be 
equally mutual, is such that a leading Free Baptist 
pastor writes me that he hopes it will be accomplished 
before our next general conventions. 

To me, the movement seems to be one inspired by 
the Holy Spirit, and I unhesitatingly pronounce my- 
self as ardently in favor of it, upon the conditions pro- 
posed, so far as I have been informed. But all parts 
of our country should be interested in this movement 
as well as New England. Let there not be a question- 
ing as to what the following steps will be until the first 
step is taken. I hope for consolidation and consequent 
strengthening on many lines. But it is not time to 
discuss such matters until preliminaries are settled. 
My remarks at this time will be somewhat geograph- 
ical. With the aid of the excellent Register of the Free 
Baptists, and a good many other helps, I have been 
able to locate nearly all of their one hundred and 
thirty churches in this state. Some of their yearly 
meetings, and several of the quarterly meetings com- 
posing them, are partly in this state and partly in 
Pennsylvania, so I could not be as exact as if I had 


York or Pennsylvania. Their church in New York 
City, worshiping on West Twenty-Fifth Street, near 
Eighth Avenue, whose pastor, Rev. N. B. Thompson, 
is an old schoolmate of Bro. Pentecost, belongs to the 
Rhode Island Association, while a small church in 
Vermont is connected with a New York quarterly 
meeting. 

Making as accurate a calculation as I am able, I find 
that the Free Baptists have eight thousand members 
in New York. Numerically, they have about the same 
strength as we have, with a slightly larger roll of mem- 
bership. While our greatest strength is in eastern 
New York, their greatest strength is in the western 
part of the state. So far as I know the location of our 
churches, I found only six of theirs located in same 
towns with ours. It is probable that our people in 
New York have very little acquaintance with their 
people, owing to the fact just cited. I presume, how- 
ever, that one who knew perfectly the location of the 
churches of each denomination would find a few more 
churches that were neighbors. They have one sem- 
inary in the state, located at Pike, Wyoming County, 
about sixty miles due west from Starkey Seminary. 
Their largest church in the state is at Buffalo, having 
three hundred members, of which Rev. Dr. G. H. Ball 
is pastor. Some of their other more important churches 
are those at Pike, Dale, Parma, Fairport, Elmira, 
Dickinson, Pheenix, and Qneonta. 

As an acquaintance with these brethren would be of 
mutual profit, and a prerequisite to any permanent 
union, I wish to offer a few suggestions in this direction 
before my article becomes too lengthy. I wish to sug- 
gest to some of our ministers whgse geographical loca- 
tion [ know, that they visit the quarterly meetings of 
the Free Baptists and cultivate a brotherly acquaintance.

Men whose virtues are like a garden of 
bloom and beauty are cursed with this one noxious 
jimson of distasteful flower and sickening odor. If 
others are happy, they are distressed; if others are 
honored, they are humiliated; if others are promoted, 
they tumble into the ditch of despair; if mention is 
made of a brother, they are forgotten; if another is 
praised, they are unappreciated. So was it in patri- 
archal times; so was it in apostolic days; so is it to- 
day; so is it in all industrial pursuits and honored pro- 
fessions. Let the victim of every foible be pitied 
rather than blamed, prayed for rather than upbraided, 
tenderly entreated rather than severely reprimanded. 
The Bible abounds in lessons as to our brotherly re- 
lations and the obligations of charity. No grace is 
more beautiful and no duty more binding than that of 
forbearing one another in love. There are elements of 
strength and usefulness in every man which the world 
can not afford to sacrifice to impatience and unsparing 
censorship. There are men whose hearts nearly break 
under attentions to an imaginary rival—whose spirit is 
embittered at times by jealousy—who nevertheless fill 
spheres of usefulness. Christ gathered them and held 
them for what was in them and what the chemistry of 
a divine kindness could eliminate from them. The 
church must gather, hold, and handle men after this 
divine pattern. To take men as we find them, to 
evolve from them all the usefulness their heart and 
intellect will yield, is the part of wisdom and the 
highest end of all sanctified human relations.

If this were an ordinary family it would be a matter 
of no consequence to say that we write from the home 
of Rev. William 8. Long, of Graham, North Carolina. 
But “William” is an older brother of Rev. D. A. 
Long, president of Antioch College, whom we have all 
learned to love. Besides, these six living sons, John 
Henry, William S., Daniel A., Jacob A., George W., 
and Benjamin F., are all “chips of the old block.” Nor 
does their only sister, Bettie, in the least lower the 
standard of moral and Christian character. These 
boys seem to regard their sister as chief“of all. 

If the reader of this were to remain in this home for 
four. or five days, as we have, where the parents of 
these sons, Jacob and Jane Long, reside, with their 
son William, he would find a beautiful and forcible illus- 
tration of the adage “blood will tell.” Nor would he 
wonder, after looking into these old, cheerful faces, tak- 
ing the dimensions of these great old heads, and feeling 
the impulse of these generous and loving souls—we say, 
after an experiencé of days with these aged pilgrims, 
during which heart touches heart, you would not won- 
der that their six sons, trained and nurtured in the 
Lord, should each go forth to his respective calling 
with a degree of intelligence and Christian culture, 
such as would enable him to do honor to his parents, 
in helping to elevate our fallen race, and in thus glori- 
fying God. 

Two of these sons, W. S. and D. A., are in the gos- 
pel ministry, two of them, J. A. and B. F., are prac- 
ticing law, while G. W. is becoming eminently skillful 
as a physician. We had the pleasure of stopping over 
night with Dr. George, who has but recently graduated 
from a medical college in Philadelphia. We had only 
to look into his generous face and witness the devotion 
of his spirit, to be convinced that the family stock and 
the home training had asserted themselves. But for 
the following reasons we should hardly feel at liberty 
to say so much of this, to us, rather remarkable family: 

First, the fact that all these six boys, without an ex- 
ception, are plodding along, foot to foot, in the narrow 
way which leads to honor, usefulness, glory, and to God, 
helps to teach us a truth which we are slow to learn; 
namely, that there is as much, if not more, in the stock 
of men than there isin that of the “blooded horse.” 
Hence a young man who is looking after a wife should, 
before love has put out his eyes, look back to the an- 
cestry of his intended. If her grandfather was a con- 
summate rogue, and her grandmother a knave, then he 
should quit that girl and look for another, lest he 
learns, by sad experience, that the iniquities of grand- 
father and grandmother have been visited upon the 
third and fourth generations. 

It teaches, furthermore, that in our social intercourse 
we can not be too careful in the selection of the com- 
pany we keep. Sin is more contagious than the small- 
pox, unless we are very thoroughly inoculated with 
heavenly grace. The old and homely adage “lie down 
with pigs and get up with fleas’’ is as true in moral and 
spiritual character, as it is old and homely. In judg- 
ing of character, therefore, by the noble standard of 
Christ, we should take into account the “stock’’ to 
which the individual belongs, and the social character 
of those with whom he has been forced to live. 

If you knew the “true inwardness” of the grandfa- 
ther and grandmother, father and mother, of some 
men, even ministers, you would not wonder that they 
sometimes “slop over,” “kick out of the traces,” and 
even seek to pull down the untarnished character 
of good men, that upon the ruins of Christian fame 
they may build. their polluted temples. If you would 
allow charity to do its perfect work, only trace their 
lineage and the company they have kept, and pity and 
commiseration will take the place of censure and hate. 

Secondly, we speak of this remarkable family of 
Longs because they belong to the sunny South. In 
view of the institution of slavery, and after the awful 
war of bloodshed, the destrucfion of property, and the 
desolations of our homes, we of the North are some- 
times slow to believe that these brethren of the South 
are “bone of our bone and blood of our blood.” As 
ignorance is the progenitor of the deep-rooted preju- 
dice of the North against the South, and that of the 
South against the North, every scrap of knowledge 
pertaining to the true character of these people should 
be earnestly sought after, especially when such knowl- 
edge is obtained by allowing heart to touch heart, and 
every nobler impulse of our natures are found to beat 


in the unison of responsive music. ‘“T'o see ‘is to be- 
lieve” that the time has fully come when a “perfect 
union,” in all the term implies, should be established 
between the North and the South. Only let these 
political demagogues, in the two sections of country, 
who keep up their selfish enfilading, be relegated to the 
rear, and allow honesty. to assert itself by coming to 
the front and assuming the throne, and the angel of 
peace and good will shall come to perpetually dwell in 
the united homes of a united people. Next to rum 
political demagogery has been and is now the greatest 
curse that burdens our poor, struggling humanity. 
“Good Lord deliver us.”’ 

Thirdly, we speak of this half dozen big boys and 
these aged pilgrims, for the reason that one of them, D. 
A. Long, is the honored president of our long-cher- 
ished Antioch. The Christian parents of the North 
who are thinking of sending their sons and daughters 
to this Harvard of the West, are deeply concerned to 
know that the president ot this institution is of noble 
birth, and thoroughly trained in the faith which 
““worketh by love.’”’ With such an one at the head of 
our college, we have no fear that our children will be 
taught to laugh at the faith of father and mother, and 
sneer at the religion of their parents. 

Nor do we like to trust our dear children to the 
hands of a fellow who ran after the devil, “sowing wild 
oats” for fifteen or twenty years, and then seems to 
take pleasure in telling of his years of debauch and his 
marvelous conversion. We rather suspect, despite of 
the power of grace, that possibly the devil is still in 
him. We altogether prefer to trust.our sons and 
daughters to the care and supervision of one whose 
very blood expels all forms of devilment, and whose 
whole life of training has set his face like steel against 
iniquity. Thanks toa wise and beneficent Providence, 
such is the character of him who stands at the head of 
our beloved Antioch.

OUR NEW CREED. 

I am wild with delight over the prospects of our folks 
giving to the world a statement of their theological 
“principles.” It has been delayed quite too long. Bet- 
ter late than never. We read in the holy gospels that 
the eleventh-hour men received each a penny, and 
those that worked all day received no more. This 
looks to me as if we had lost nothing by waiting, for 
the end often crowns the beginning. The new creed 
is in the atmosphere, as all things are before they be- 
come crystalized. The chrysalis is formed before the 
butterfly. .A sapphire, an opal, and a diamond, set in 
the midst of a star of snow, were once a mass of black 
slime, composed of clay, sand, soot, and water, all of 
which were a long time ago eliminated from nebulous 
fire and molten worlds. All the vast wheeling worlds 
that now flame in infinite space were molecules in the 
electric ether. Great epochs are heralded by strange 
and mystic voices, crying in the wilderness. Earth 
whispered of becoming king in poets like David, Isaiah, 
and Homer. Long seasons before the fulfillment of 
the predictions of Jesus, omens weird and wild, ac- 
companied with sepulchral tones, were seen and heard 
over and around the doomed city of Jerusalem. 

Nature is pregnant with life, and throbs and pulsates 
as change succeeds change. Were we en-rapport with 
nature we could forefeel and foretell all coming events. 
The laws that govern us—that are the glory and honor 
of our civilization—were inchoate, existed in elements 
incomplete. 

The Christians’ coming creed is inchoate, a nebulous 
haze, and will remain so until its next Quadrennial 
Convention, if not longer—perhaps world without end. 
Amen! Then the true light will shine on chaos, and 
from its silver lining emerge a platform of “principles” 
broad enough for all good men to stand on. The Bible 
is a little too narrow for that! Some of the old fogies 
will kick, and refuse to work in the new steel harness. 


What of that? It has always been so. Death will. 


soon rid the world of those old, smoky lamps. Who 
cares for a few pestilential tallow-candles? This is the 
age of electricity. They ought to have been boycotted 
fifty years ago. Better for the world if they had not 
been born. 

I hope I shall live to attend the next august, inter- 
national, holy conclave, when the capstone—our new 
creed forthcoming—(hush, do not say creed; that is 
obnoxious; say a “reasonable” statement of principles) 








is put in its proper place amid shoutings, Grace, grace! 
Then the glory of the latter house will be greater than 
that of the former. The doxology will then havea 
peculiar significance—‘Praise God, from whom all 
blessings flow,” etc. We may not reckon time from 
that day, but we can observe its returning anniversary 
as the beginning of a new era in our history. Let the 
6ld folks croak! Who cares for frogs? If it should 
be thrown in our faces that for eighty years we had 
proclaimed to the world, from pulpit, platform, and in 
the oldest religious paper, “No creed but the Bible for 
Christians’ —that we had changed grounds—we could 
retort, ‘Fools never change; wise men do.” If we 
thought that a little rough we could reply, “No, we 
have not changed, but the ground on which we stood 
has changed.” 

Why a new creed? Why not take one of the old 
winéeskins to put the old wine of the gospel in? For 
my part I like the old wineskins pretty well. Is not 
old wine better than new wine? There is an old wine- 
skin—creed—dated A. D. 325, with frosty locks, vener- 
able with wrinkles—the Nicene Creed. 

The next convention will be composed of wiser and 


better men than those that concocted the Nicene and 


the Athanasian creeds. Dr. N. Summerbell, Revs. O. 
J. Jones, A. W. Coan, and the New England worthies 
will be at the next Quadrennial Convention with their 
new lamps trimmed and burning. If they are not as 
great in history as Calvin and Athanasius they can se- 
cure historic celebrity by poisoning and burning a few 
Christians at the stake who prefer to keep the wine of 
truth in the old wineskins, stained in the precious 
blood of the Christ. Let them howl, as Calvin said of 
Servetus. Great men can be great rascals. No matter 
if they doit in the name of God and religion. Per- 
haps from all the creeds of Christendom we can select 
one about our size, as a hermit-crab selects a shell to 
live in. The hermit-crab selects from a large number 
before it finds a fit. We could imitate the hermit-crab 
without the loss of dignity—imitation is a natural in- 
stinct—or, what might be just as well,if we did not 
think it best to learn wisdom from the crustacean—the 
hard shells—we could be absorbed by one of the larger 
denominations; then we should be orthodox on the 
outside. Why not? The whale swallowed Jonah and 
did not half try. A smaller sect could absorb us. 

Darwin tells a story of a snake that poked his head 
through the fence and swallowed a frog, but could not 
withdraw his head; so he disgorged the frog and pulled 
him through the fence by his hind leg. I do not think 
I would like to be pulled through the fence by my hind 
leg. Darwin’s serpent desired a vital union with the 
frog, but he preferred it on his side of the fence. I 
admire the “wisdom” of the serpent. If we are to 
kick against the Bible just as holy men made it, and 
say it is not a sufficient statement of “principles” with- 
out a little fixing, are we not in danger of committing 
a huge blunder? If the Christians are to have a state- 
ment of glittering generalities, why not take the apos- 
tles’ creed? I will submit it here for the benefit of 
those that have no “objections” toa common sense 
“statement of principles.’”’ The Bible is not a com- 
mon sense statement of principles! “I believe in God, 
the Father Almighty, maker of heaven and earth, and 
in Jesus Christ, his only Son, our Lord, who was con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary, 
suffered under Pontius Pilate; was crucified, dead, and 
buried; he descended into hell; the third day he rose 
again from the dead; he ascended into heaven, and sit- 
teth on the right hand of God the Father Almighty; 
from thence he shall come to judge the quick and the 
dead. I believe in the Holy Ghost, the holy catholic 
church, the communion of saints, the forgiveness of 
sins, the resurrection of the body, and the life ever- 
lasting. Amen.” 

This rings beautifully. To this creed there are two 
or three objections. It was not formulated by the 
twelve apostles. It is not roomy enough for all good 
men. It would exclude Dean Stanley. I am informed 
that he did not believe in the resurrection of the body 
of Jesus. In the third place, many of the best men 
do not believe in the resurrection of the body. Let 
us not be discouraged. If patient and painstaking we 
may find a shell that will please all human hermit- 
crabs.

MISSION NOTES. 

What do the heathen want the gospel for? The 
chances are that nearly if not quite as large a portion of 
men will be saved from heathen as from Christian lands. 
“They that have not the lawarea law unto themselves.” 
Salvation is the chief but not theonly end of human life. 
Ten thousand blessings flow out of Christianity beside 
salvation. Said Chunder Sen: “The spirit of Chris- 
tianity has already pervaded the whole atmosphere of 
Indian society, and we breathe, think, feel, and move 
in a Christian atmosphere. Native society is being 
roused, enlightened, and reformed under the influence 
of Christianity. Our hearts are touched, conquered, 
overcome by a higher power, and this power is Christ. 
Christ, not the British Government, rules India.”’ This 
is the language of one who admired but did not profess 
Christianity. 

Sir Bartle Frarie, a Christian statesman, could say, 
with his eye on India and the heathen world generally, 
‘““Wherever the gospel has gone it has promoted the 
dignity of labor, the sanctity of marriage, and the broth- 
erhood of man.” Isit not worth our while to hring even 
these outside or lesser blessings to those who sit in 
darkness? A fountain that yields such sweet waters 
will soon be seen to have its spring in the divine heart. 

Arthur Smith and his wife spent four months in the 
famine-stricken districts of China, and meantime oc- 
cupied a house but nine feet square. They had always 
thousands of dollars in this little home, and though 
they traveled through the district, entering every 
home, their money was safely left behind. Nota cent 
was ever stolen. They allowed adults one cent a day 
and the children a half a cent each for their living. 
Thus they fed 17,000 persons. This was a new thing to 
them. Their sacred books spoken of enjoined no such 
benevolence. 

Mr. Clough, of the Lone Star Mission, aided the 
poor similarly in the same famine, andin the next 
year, 1877, he baptized 10,000 of them in sixty days’ 
time. He had won their love and easily brought them 
to Jesus. 

Joseph Annand is a missionary in the New Hebrides. 
The people have become Christians within a few years, 
and he says half of the people attend church regularly. 
The dwellings have no locks and not the simplest thing 
is ever stolen. The inhabitants in 1884 contributed 
$750 in support of foreign missions to other heathen 
islands. 

Is it not worth while to save such people? Some 
yet protest against foreign work among the Christians, 
and many others are unwilling to give a dime to help 
bear the gospel they profess to love to the perishing. 
Are they not glad that somebody bore the gospel to 
their heathen ancestry? 

Dr. John Seudder, the veteran missionary, had eight 
sons and two daughters. All became missionaries also. 
How must the father delight to watch their work from 
heavenly battlements! 

The Methodist Church of America uses this year on 
their foreign work $440,536 against our $1,000, and 
$308 100 on their domestic missions against, at most, 
$3,000 by us. Can we afford this disparity? Every 
member of the Methodist Church of Italy has cost 
their mission treasury $308 each, South American 
member $350 each, North China member $375 each, 
Central China member $800. This seems like a large 
outlay, but it costs the M. E. Church in the United 
States an average of $360 per member received. Singu- 
larly the average cost per member.in all the M. E. 
mission fields is $361 to $360 athome. The gospel costs 
something. It is worth all its cost.

CHRISTIAN UNION CONVENTION. 


At.a preliminary. meeting held in Buckland, Ohio, 
by .a joint committee from the Christian Union and 
Christian churches to devise measures for the union of 
the two bodies.in the State of Ohio, it was determined 
to refer the arrangements for a delegate convention on 
union to the editors of the Christian Witness and the 
HERALD OF GosPEL Liperty. As the result of cor- 
respondence, and by mutual agreement, it has been 
deemed advisable to call a state convention, in which 
at least twenty delegates from each organization shall 
meet to consider, and if by them deemed practicable, 
arrange the basis of a permanent union within the 
bounds of the state. 

It is suggested that the standing committees of the 
councils and conferences within the State of Ohio ap- 
point and commission with corresponding credentials 
twenty delegates from the Christian Union and twenty 
delegates from the Christian Church to meet in joint 
convention at New Bethel, Licking County, Ohio, on 
Wednesday, April 14th, at 2 Pp. m. 

New Bethel Church is near to Hartford, on the Mt. 
Vernon and Pan-Handle Railroad, and almost twenty- 
five miles north-east from Columbus, Ohio. Inasmuch 
as there are ten annual conferences of the Christian 
Church in Ohio, we suggest that the president of each 
conference appoint one other member, and that they be 
the delegates to this convention, with the power, unit- 
edly, to fill all vacancies. It will be necessary that 
there be prompt action upon the part of the presidents 
of conferences so that delegates be duly notified and a 
full representation be present at the convention.

How utterly indescribable in simplicity and directness 
is the pure gospel statement of truth, and howglaringand 
wicked in contrast is the confusion, division, and strife 
of tongues with which the theological world is filled 
to-day! By the law of Christ there is but one condition, 
to believe in him and accept his word as the supreme 
law of life. These sayings of Christ as interpreted in- 
dividually, and executed according to the best ability, 
insure the ineffable blessings of eternal life to every 
soul of man, here, now, and forever. Heartily to do 
this, but nothing more than this, might shut the be- 
liever outof nearly every church, but would certainly 
induct him into the one great spiritual family of God. 

The essential qualification for membership in the re- 
ligioug organizations of men is opinion, interpretation, 
theory; it is by what a man believes in doctrines, or dis- 
believes, that he is judged worthy or unworthy of a 
place in the church of men. But the essential quali- 
fication for entrance into the spiritual kingdom of God 
is character as the result of a new birth and life. 
There is absolutely no reference to theory or doctrine 
beyond the simple authoritative utterances of the Lord. 
The man may, or may not, have a theory relative to 
what are called the essentials of Christianity; but if he 
accepts heartily Jesus Christ as his Savior, Teacher, 
and King, that man stands an accepted member of the 
spiritual kiggdom of Christ, and, the fact that as such

Tt is by character, morally and spiritually considered, 
that men take rank in this life and the life that is to 
come. By the thoughts, words, and deeds of life we 
are and shall be judged. Itis true, as Jesus said, 
“Without me ye can do nothing,” and, “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life; no man cometh unto the Father 
but by me;” and yet it remains, notwithstanding all 
that God has done, all that Christ has done, and all 
that the Holy Spirit is to us, if we “do nothing” we 
can not be saved. We can not avail ourselves of the 
blessings of salvation, we can not attain the Christly 
character without “denying ourselves, taking up the 
cross, enduring hardness, working out our salvation ;” 
and we are assured by the highest authority that at the 
last we shall be judged worthy of eternal life, not be- 
cause we stand in the righteousness of another, but be- 
cause by the example and spirit of Jesus we may be 
able to say, ‘Lord, thou deliveredst unto me five tal- 
ents; behold, I have gained besides them five talents 
more.” Then shall our Lord say, “Zhou hast been 


merely, he could not enter nine hundred and ninety- | faithful over a few things, I will make thee ruler over 


nine churches out of every thousand, is proof positive 
that these church standards are wrong, divisive, and 
wicked. 

In the efforts which are made to extend the member- 
ship of these religious organizations—the special meet- 
ings, protracted efforts, etc.,—misleading phraseology 
and pernicious theories are chosen factors. 

The religiously awakened soul while trembling un- 
der a consciousness of guilt and anxiously inquiring, 
‘“‘What shall I do to be saved?” is informed that he 
must “cast his deadly doing down;” that— 

“Nothing either great or small 
Remains for me to do; 
Jesus died and paid it all, 
All the debt I owe.” 


He is counseled by song, sermon, and prayer that 
there is absolutely nothing he can do; that to be saved 
he must simply accept the finished work of another; 
that as the result of a bargain he must put on the 
“seamless robe of Christ’s righteousness,’ which God 
will look upon, and accept the wearer without any ref- 
erence, so far as his salvation is concerned, to what he 
has been morally and spiritually, or what he is at the 
judgment. 

Now, while admitting that far beneath the surface 
there is a vein of truth to the Christian philosopher, we 
submit, are not these statements as commonly uttered 
and accepted false and pernicious? Are not thousands 
led into the delusion that‘it makes no difference how I 
live, or when I repent, since it is not by what I am but 
by the.righteousness of Christ I am to be saved, and 
this I can avail myself of at the latest moments of 
life? 

The ministerial quack declares to his excited audience, 
“Nothing either great or small remains for you to do;” 
“Tis a life for a look;”’ “Just accept the finished work 
of Christ, and do nothing, that is all;” etc., etc.,ad 
infinitum. 

God declares, “Let the wicked forsake his way and the 
unrighteous man his thoughts, and let him turn to the 
Lord,’ etc. When Jesus was asked by the young ruler, 
“What shall I do?” he, the highest and only authority 
upon this subject, did not say, “Nothing either great or 
small,” but immediately informed the inquirer of essen- 
tial work to be done; a work of such magnitude and 
importance that the young ruler refused to comply and 
retired unblessed. Had that young man strayed into a 
modern inquiry-meeting with the same question upon 
his lips he would have been informed that there is noth- 
ing for you to do, and with the greatest ease possible he 


many things; enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.” 
And again, ‘Then shall the King say unto them on his 
right hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of the 
world;” for, ‘Ye did nothing eithér great or small?” 
for, ‘“‘ Ye stand clad in my most perfect righteousness?” 
No! a thousand times no! “For I was hungry, and ye 
gave me meat; I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink; I 
was a stranger, and ye took me in; I was naked, and ye 
clothed me; I was in prison, and ye came unto me.” 
The righteous are represented as being much aston- 
ished at this, not being able to remember when they 
had thus acted toward Christ. “And the King shall 
answer and say unto them, Verily I say unto you, inas- 
much as ye did it unto one of the least of these my dis- 
ciples, ye have done it unto me.” ‘“‘Whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth them, I will liken him 
unto a wise man who built his house upon a rock.” 





PROGRESSIVE ORTHODOXY. 

Under this title several papers have been published 
recently in a prominent review. Such a juxtaposition 
of words forms a contradiction. Orthodoxy can not be 
progressive. By its very definition it is the right teach- 
ing. The doctrines formulated by it are affirmed to be 
in strict accord with Holy Scripture. If this be so, 
any departure from its standards is a departure from 
scriptural truth, and as such must be condemned. It 
is plain, therefore, that there can be no progress in doc- 
trine, if this premise which has been affirmed by the or- 
thodox of évery age, be true. There can be no progress 
without change, and orthodoxy can not change because 
it is right already. To do so would be to confess itself 
wrong, 7. ¢., to convict itself after all of not being ortho- 
dox. This will never do. Orthodoxy is, and, in the 
nature of the case must be, conservative. Its face is 
turned ever toward the past, and it frowns uncompro- 
misingly upon any advance movement. Judaism crucify- 
ing Jesus and stoning Paul; Romanism burning Ridley 
and Latimer; the Establishment persecuting Wesley and 
Whitefield, illustrate the attitude of orthodoxy toward 
progress. 

Nevertheless progress has been made, but it has been 
in spite.of, and not through, orthodoxy. The burning 
heretic has been the torch lighting the way of progress 
in Christian doctrine. Every notable onward step has 
been taken by men who have been obliged to confess 
“that after the way they [the orthodox] call heresy do I 
worship the God of my fathers.’’ Paul and Luther, 


might enter the religious organization with all his Wickliffeand Huss, theillustrious founder of our church 
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and his coadjutors were the rank heretics of their day. 
They received the most cordial hatred and bitter anathe- 
mas of the contemporary orthodox. 

But men will think, and as well bid the tide not rise 
as to attempt to check the onward movement of the hu- 
man mind. As the first wavelets, precursors of the in- 
coming flood, reach out and fill the depressions along the 
beach, so a few minds in every age advance beyond the 
mass of Christians. And as grand old ocean soon sweeps 
on, covering hollow and elevation alike, so the church 
follows its leaders, the rank and file standing to-day 
where yesterday stood only a few. Thus progress is 
made. We leave our former positions and occupy new 
ones. So true is this, that what by us is styled “ortho- 
doxy” was by the fathers considered rank heresy. These 
very progressionists even, who still claim to be ortho- 
dox, are branded as betrayers of the faith by the- 
ologians trained in their halls during the last genera- 
tion. 

But is it not true that we have to-day just as clear 
conceptions of the mind of Christ as our ancestors? 
Are we not living as near the spirit and letter of the 
gospel as they? Do we not as fully comprehend the 
truth? Most certainly. Never before were there 
purer lives or more adequate statements of Christian 
doctrine. The orthodox of to-day are just as orthodox 
as the men of fifteen centuries ago. And. yet our 
formulas of doctrine are widely different from theirs, 
and they would have persecuted most mercilessly such 
tenets as now are most fondly cherished. Their bigotry 
arose from confounding truth with its mode of ex- 
pression. There is often great difference between 
truth and doctrine. The latter is but our formulated 
conception of the former. The first is of God; the 
second is of man. Thus the Nicene Creed was not 
divinely inspired. It simply expressed the council’s 
idea of what constitutes the truths of Christianity. 
But mistaking their own creation for the word of God, 
they made the acceptance of it the condition of salva- 
tion. This mistake has been often repeated. To avoid 
it ourselves we must learn to discriminate between 
truth and our conception of it. When we formulate 
this it becomes our doctrine, which of course we hold 
to be right or orthodox. Truth remains forever im- 
mutable. As new light comes, however, our views on 
it may change. Thus is brought about progress in 
doctrine. A progressive theology there may and must 
be if we are to keep pace with the movement of the 
world. But the advance is made by sloughing off past 
forms of thought asa snake does its skin. 

“Our little systems have their day; 
They have their day, and cease to be.” 

The history of Christian doctrine teaches most clearly 
the lesson of toleration. The fact that our conceptions 
of truth differ so materially from those of the fathers, 
ought to make us less positive that we are infallible. 
We should be slow to condemn those who differ from 
us. Men will think and think outside of prescribed 
lines. To forbid them is the essence of papacy. Many 
a good and useful man has been driven from the evan- 
gelical church because a fence has been built about 
him over which he has been forbidden to look. So 
long as there is a reverent spirit, an honest heart, and 
true devotion to God, his work and Word, we can not 
afford to cut off those who may not aspirate our Shib- 
boleth.— Charles N. Melden, in Zion’s Herald.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 
Wasuinerton, D. C., March 1, 1886. 
With telephone investigations and counter investiga- 
tions in the House of Representatives, resolutions 
condemnatory of the Administration’s policy, and 


_ counter resolutions in the Senate, with partisan de- 


bates, personal differences, and daily spats and twits in 
both Houses, our law-makers have but little time left 
to devote to their real business. 

When a substitute was offered for the Hanback in- 
quiry into the Pan-Electric affair, a voice from West 
Virginia was the only one raised against it. It was that 
of Representative Gibson, who was unwilling to see 
the House drift into an investigation which could bring 
no respect to it, no confidence to the country, and ‘no 
good to any human being. In the first place there had 
been no charge against any official that would justify a 
trial. He then attacked Congressman Pulitzer (of the 
New York World), who was not in his seat at that 
time, “Mr. Pulitger,” he said, “an editor of a paper, 


did not see fit to attack the Attorney-General in an 
open, honest, manly way, like a Representative should 
lave done, but undertook to retreat behind the irre- 
sponsible columns of his newspaper for the purpose of 
creating a scandal.” 

At this point Mr. Gibson was reminded that the 
gentleman from New York was not present. “I can 
not help that; he ought to be here,” replied Mr. Gib- 
son. “If Mr. Garland is to be assailed,” continued he, 
“let him be assailed with the certainty of a chicken 
thief. Let him be assailed with the manliness which 
the character of his reputation deserves.” - 

But do not understand Mr. Gibson to be a champion 
of the Administration. He declared that as far as 
cleanliness and honesty were concerned it was equal to 
any we had ever had, but said that he had very little 
regard for its politics. He was simply protesting 
against Congress drifting into an investigation that 
could do neither party any good. He had no doubt 
the Pan-Electric men courted a thorough investigation, 
knowing that they were honest and upright. “But,” 
added he, “are we here to investigate every man 
who wants his character established, or to investigate 
every man whose ‘character some one else wants to 
blacken?” 

While the Forty-Ninth Congress may not work as 
industriously as it might, it enjoys the reputation of 
being the finest looking and best dressed body that ever 
graced the hall. An eminent divine, who recently 
visited Washington, spent a good deal of time at the 
Capitol. He reports a higher type of men there now 
than ever before. And indeed the people have many 
representatives here who honestly, faithfully, modestly, 
and earnestly attend to their duties. Accidental slips 
of temper and irregularities in Senatorial and Con- 
gressional circles are certain to be reported over the 
land. The patience, industry, urbanity, and self-sacri- 
fice of scores of men who are wearing their lives out 
in committee rooms or in other trying positions here are 
not appreciated or known by the country. 

A Republican member facetiously remarked that the 
fervid manner in which the blind chaplain of the 
House offers daily invocation indicates that he sees 
what appears to be invisible to the majority—the im- 
perative necessity for earnest prayer in a Democratic 
House. Dr. Milburn seems to have made an impression 
on the rather unusual congregation over which he is 
called to preside. Formerly no attention was paid to 
the Chaplain’s utterances, but now members rise to 
their feet and listen attentively to the morning prayer 
which is always brief, simple, and direct. 

Dr. Milburn visits the members of the House as 
other pastors visit their congregations. Quite a num- 
ber of the Congressmen are Catholics, with whom the 
Chaplain is as popular as with the Protestants. Forty 
years ago Dr. Milburn first officiated as Chaplain of the 
House. Ten years later he was appointed for the 
second time, and another interval of thirty years finds 
him in the office again, commanding the respect of that 
body to an extent that is considered remarkable. 

The President is gradually fulfilling the season’s 
social programme which was so much retarded by 
several weeks of mourning. The social event of the 
week at the White House was the military reception ia 
honor of the army and navy officers. It was a brilliant 
affair in several ways. The officers were in full uniform, 
and since even-ensigns wear epaulettes now there was 
an unusual amount of glitter and tinsel. 

The butterflies of fashion have only about ten days 
more in which to flutter before the penitential season 
begins. Their weary, faltering feet are going at the 
reckless speed of five teas in an afternoon, and six re- 
ceptions in the same evening.

Under the new organization the eleventh death call, 
in favor of Mrs. S. W. P. Richardson, was issued about 
July 1, 1885. The call was issued to about one hun- 
dred and thirty members. We had responses from 
only ninety, showing a heavy Joss on the call. This 
statement will of course be discouraging, but as it is a 
true one it should be made. Nearly every state pro- 
hibits the working of our society by its laws, and thus 
our limits- have been constantly narrowed. In Ohio, 
mutual societies can offer inducements beyond our 
ability and reach, and thus our gain in membership 
seems impossible. 

I deeply regret what appears so evident—the final 
collapse of the society. I have done what I could to 
promote its growth and to make it a benefit and bless- 
ing to its members. We have had, in all, some twenty 
deaths, and in nearly. every instance the money col- 
lected has been a relief and a blessing. In some cases 
want has been driven from the door, and expressions of 
profound gratitude have comé to us. The society has 
done untold good, and it should be perpetuated. It 
seems, however, to be.defective in its present form, or 
unacceptable to the people. I wish some state conven- 
tion would revive it under some new features by which 
it could be adapted to national law and denominational 
want. I do not consider our society dead, but that it 
is weak and weakening is too apparent.

Whole number congregations served, 
32; members, 1,236; hearers-(estimated) 2,665; services 
each month, 116; occasional, 114; funerals, 124; mar- 
riages, 81; visits, 2,018; total months devoted to minis- 
terial work, 108; amount of salaries, $6,950; due and un- 
paid, $333.16; received for regular preaching, $4,728.68; 
occasional, $33; funerals, $96; marriages, $272.28; total,

The committee submitted a statistical report from each 
of the following churches: Lexington, East Ridgeway, 
Richfield (Ohio), Vergennes, Greenbush, Sylvania (Ohio), 
North Fulton, Adams, Marshall, Fairfield, Holly, Beld- 
ing, Romeo, Maple Rapids, Lamotte, Pittsford. The 
summary of these reports is as. follows: Number of 
churches reported, 16; members at beginning of year, 
802; received on profession, 52; by letter, 6; dismissed 
by letter, 10; died, 11; dropped or expelled, 48; now be- 
longing, 792; paid for regular preaching, $3,265.93; occa- 
sional, $264; incidental expense, $407.31; church con- 
struction, $6.50; repairs, $158.60; indebtedness, $17; gen- 
eral enterprises, $82.15; conference collections, $19.13;

Bills were allowed amounting to $11.50; various notes 
were canceled by vote of conference; conference appro- 
priated for mission-work at Holly, $25. 

The Committee on Pastors’ Salaries reported through 
the chairman, C Mendenhall. Adopted. 

The Committee on Publications and Education reported, 
expressing gratification at the improvement and charac- 
ter of our denominational literature, joy at the prospect- 
ive canceling of the Publishing House debt, and urging 
the churches and friends of our cause in the siate to con- 
tribute liberally to give success to the present movement. 
The report also commended to the brotherhood the ear- 
nest patronage and: liberal support of all our institu- 
tions of learning. The report was unanimously adopted. 

B F Rapp introduced a resolution tendering a vote of 
thanks to Bro J P Watson for his efficient management 
of the Mission-work, thanking the Children’s Mission 
for timely aid to several of our struggling churches, and 
recommending a collection at this conference session in 
behalf of said Mission. The resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

A resolution was also passed recommending that im- 
mediate steps be taken to put a state missionary in the 
field; that the choice and appointment of such mission- 
ary be left with the mission board; also arrangements 
for payment of salary, the time to be expended, etc. 

The resolution requesting churches to release their re- 
spective pastors for at least one Sabbath in the year to do 
mission-work with weak churches and providing for the 
payment of the expenses of such pastors while thus en- 
gaged, was adopted. 

A resolution prevailed recommending the adoption of 
a general system of quarterly collections throughout the 
denomination, First, in January, for Biblical School at 
Stanfordville; second, in April, for the Publishing 
House; third, on Children’s Day in June, for Missions; 
fourth, in October, for educational purposes. 

The next session of conference will convene at Mar- 
shall on the first Wednesday in November, 1886.

The house of Delegates of Virginia on 
Wednesday adopted, with some amend 
ments, the local option bill passed by the 
Senate Monday.

A little circular has for some time been 
finding its way through the mails to the 
homes of farmers, mechanics and people 
of small means in the Northern States 
giving glowing accounts of a newly-dis- 
covered “Eden,” the town of Palma Sola, 
Florida. The whole thing has been dem- 
onstrated to be a fraud of the first water. 


About two o'clock on the morning of 
February 22nd, the Chinese residents were 
driven out of Oregon City, thirteen miles 
south ofhere. They were awakened by 
a mob of forty or fifty white men, who 
knocked them about, twisted their queues 
and stole all the money found on their 
persons. They were then escorted to 
the steamboat ‘‘Latonia’’ which was ly- 
ing atthe wharf, placed aboard of her and 
conveyed to this city, their fares being 
prid out of the money stolen from them. 
Forty-two Chinamen in all were driven 
out. With the exception of three or four, 
all were employes of the Oregon City 
Woolen Mills, which also employs about 
eighty white men. It is understcod that 
a prominent Portland agitator was at the 


head of the movement. The names of 
many of the mob are known, and the 
Chinese merchants say that they will make 
an effort to have them indicted before the 
United States Court in this city.—[Port- 
land (Oregon) Exchange. a

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HOME TALKS ON COMMON DISEASES. 


BY A PRACTICING PHYSICIAN. 


Air Medication. 


In my last you recollect I called your 
attention hurriedly to the treatment of 
various forms of diseases of the respira- 
tory organs, such as nasal catarrh, chronic 
bronchitis, laryngitis, asthma, hay fever, 
etc. I said I would return to the sub- 
ject this morning. I stated that a large 
majority of these affections were of local 
origin and required local treatment, and 
local treatment only. Your attention 
was called to several forms of medication, 
among which were the douches, spray, 
inhalations, snuffs, ointments, etc., to all 
of which objections were presented as 
their application could be only partial.

Common Sense. 

Why should we, for a positively local 
affection, attempt general medication? 
Shall we irritate the stomach and produce 
indigestion to reach a disease of the nose? 
or disorder the kidneys to reach the bron- 
chi? What should wethink of the ocul- 
ist who would medicate the stomach to 
reliéve a simple conjunctivitis? Would he 

ive atropine in solution in order to di- 
ate the pupil, or a pill of belladonna? 
He applies his remedies very properly to 
the local diseased surface. Who ever 
gave argent. nit. in pill torm for its effects 
on the diseased conjunctiva? Equally ab- 
surd is it to treat the various organs of 
respiration, when no constitutional disease 
is apparent, with internal remedies. 
Take for illustration, nasal catarrh—a very 
troublesome and, with many a very loath- 
some affection. Every physician has felt 
great distrust in his ability to treat it suc- 
cessfully. An eminent medical man said 
tome recently: ‘‘When patients come 
with catarrh, or, as they express it, ‘gui- 
tarrh,’ Iam temptedto turnthem out ot 
my office.” His reason was that all treat- 
ment had proved unsatisfactory. General 
treatment he had no confidence in, and 
local treatment seemed a failure. The 
same principle applies with great force 
when we take into consideration the other 
forms of disease under consideration. 
This has been my experience tor thirty- 
five years. I have tried general treat- 
ment with occasional success, but, asa 
rule, toolishly. 

I have used inhalations, sprays, snuffs, 
ointments, the douches, etc., with only par- 
tial success. The fact is, these agencies 
only partially reach the diseased points. 


Sense vs. Science. 

I wish this morning to present you with 
a “NEW DEPARTURE —at least one would 
think so trom the indifference with which 
it is received by some of the ‘‘wondrous 
wise’’ of our profession. Their numbers 
are few, I am glad to say. There are 
some in all the professions who look with 
contempt on any new move, unless itis in 
their own line of thought. They are not 
willing to condescend to investigate fairly 
any new principle unless it is announced 
by some known scientist of their partic- 
ular calling. It would be well for such to 
remember the denunciations which the 
great vaccinator, Jenner, received, who 
gained his first lessons on the subject 
from the humble milk-maid. He was 
not above gaining information from a 
servant girl. He received his reward, 
and gave to the world its richest boon for 
ourrace. Even so should we be ready to 
glean knowledge, though it be received 
from a nurse or servant. Some of our best 
remedies have been discovered by acci- 
dent, as the following note from the last 
editon of the U. S. Dispensatory for 1884 
testifies.
